Theresa Gallagher, Virginia Ger- 
hardt, Pat Ryan, and Marybeth Mal- 
sie, seniors, will represent the acad- 
emy in the annual Science Club 
Search, sponsored by the Science 
Clubs of America. 

The Science Talent Search is being 
conducted by the Science Clubs of 
America, administered by Science 
Service. Purpose of the Search is to 
discover and help develop scientific 
talent that will be of value to the 
nation in war and in peace. 

Forty boys and girls who lead in 
the preliminary examinations will 
be given all-expense trips to Wash- 
ington to attend the Science Talent 
Search and to take the final exami- 
nation. Two contestants, one boy 
and one girl, will be selected by a 
board of judges, on the basis of writ- 
ten and oral examinations, to re- 
ceive Westinghouse Science Grand 
Scholarships of $2,400 each ($600 
per year for four years). Eight more 
contestants will receive Westing- 
house Science Scholarships of $400 
($100 a year for four years) and 
$3,000 additional in Scholarships will 
be awarded.
